I J*t any abonld aupinae that the 
pennants of Bosnia and Montenegro 
and especially those of the "Black 
mountain*" proper do not earn their 
-Christmas feast It should he known 
that for sly weeks before the anniver¬ 
sary of the nativity tbe people do not 
put meat of any kind Into their months, 
any* the Chlca’go Tribune. Perhaps 
nowhere else lu the world can be found 
so curious an Intermingling of Chris¬ 
tian and pagan rltca at Yuietlde. The 
peasnnta even mingle relics of ancestor 
wopiUlp with Ihelf observance of 
Christ’s birthday. One fit their prac¬ 
tices at this season datre from a time 
when iron was unknown by their for¬ 
bears. 

Tbe night before this eastern people 
begin their six 'week* - fast prior to 
Christmas day all Ibe meat dishes In 
every, house In the land are put upon 
the table*. When *up|ier Is ready, 
each member of tbe family takes a bit 
of each kind of food awl proceeds with 
It to tho roof of the house, where It Is 
placed as a potent charm against 
witches and uncanny Spirits.
